Alfredo Barili, a professor of music, with 
4 n rooms in the Bayard building, 
‘No. 1214 Main street, was sued y:-sterday 
“js the United States circuit court for $50,- 
“90 damages for alienating the affections 

‘the wife of Melville F. Horine, a weil- 
gown citizen of Chicago. 

“Professor Barili is a nephew of the fa- 
mous songstress, Madame Patti, with 
whom he was supposed to be u great favor- 
ite, and was heir to one-fourth of her 
¢ane, until she dropped him because of his 
duplicity and culpable conduct. 

The Story of the Woman’s Fall. 

Last November, in Atlanta, Ga., de de- 
serted his family, consisting of a devoted 
wife and three children, and sbortly after- 
wards turned up in Kansas City as an in- 
structor of four young girls in the art of 


music. 

The injured husband in this case, Dr. 
Melville F. Horine, resided in Chicago, and 
his wife’s parents, Mr. and Mrs. Castle- 
berry, in Atlanta, Ga. Mrs. Castleberry, 
being an invalid in Atlanta, Ga., desired her 
daughter, Dora, the doctor’s wife, to bé 
with her and the doctor consented that she, 
together with her children, should go to 
the home of her mother in Atlanta and re- 
main for a season. 

The Professor Comes In. 

His wife found leisure to continue her 
studies in music, and, to aid her husband 
in this, she sought the instruction of Fro- 
fessor Alfredo Barili. This was the inno- 

cent commencement of what has almost 
completed the destruction of two happy 
families. Barili;no sooner saw the béauty 
»of the doctor’s youthful wife, than he set 
out+to accomplish her ruin. He _ utilized 
' the fact that he was a nephew of Ma- 
dame Patti Nicolini, together with flat- 
tery, and presented to the young wife a 
‘fairy story of the money he was to receive 
‘from Patti, European travel, 
_ tuch suggestions that would. naturally in- 
terest a lady full of life and ambition. 
His story, in time, had its desired effect, 
-and\ Mrs: Horine fell from grace. Barili 
played the. lover act to perfection until je 
had the woman in his. power, and ‘thet the’ 
brite nature a#sserted itself. In one of his 
letters, written about a year ago, he thus 
pours forth his amorous fellings:

While in Chicago, a few months ago, 
Madame Patti learned of the intrigue, and 
summoned Barili before her.

Will Pay Tax. , 
Washington, April 11.—Tie United 
tates court soe ee a

Charles L. Ficklen against the taxing dis- 
trict of Shelby county, Tenn brought 
here on appeal by Ficklén ffom the decis- 
ion of the: state court. an 
offiee in Tennessee at which he took or- 
ders for goods. His business was entire- 
ly with firms outside the state and differed 
from that of ordinary commercial. tray- 
elers, principally in that he did not travel 
about soliciting orders, but had an office 
where he exhibited samples. A law was 
passed imposing a tax of $50 on dealers

in merchandise and also a tax on their, 


capital. Where there was no capital in- 
vested, as was the case with Ficklen, it 
was provided that 2 1-2 per cent tax 
sho be paid on all commissions receiv- 
ed. Ficklen id the license fee and re- 
ported his sales during the year 1887 and 
refused to pay the commission tax on the 
ground that the business done 
was entirely for a firm i out- 
side of .the state andthat the ac 
count was void as a regulation of interstate 
commerce. When he applied for license 
in 1888, it was refused because of the non- 
ayment of the commission tax and Fick- 
en.sought by injunction proceedings™ to 
compel its issuance. In an opinion by 
Chief. Justice Fuller the supreme court 
of Tennessee had properly decided against 
Ficklen. The court, in its opinion, said 
that no doubt can be entertained of the 
right of the state legislature to tax trad- 
ers, professions and -bccupations and 
where a resident citizen engaged in a gen- 
eral business subject to a particular tax. 
The fact that he may be engaged wholly 
or partially in negotiating sales between 
a resident and non-resident merchant, of 
goods situated in another state, does not 
necessarially involve taxation of interstate 
commerce fortjdden by the constitution. 
The chief justice said this case was dis- 
tinguished from the well-known Robbins 
drummers’ tax case for here the tax is 
not laid on the business of carrying on in- 
terstate commerce, but on the broker him- 
self for carrying on a general business. 
The Tennessee supreme court, it was . 
had p rly decided that the fact that 
Ficklen had paid the tax and made the re- 
turns required by law had prevented him 
from resorting to the courts. What po- 
sition the court would have occupied if 
¥icklen had simply not taken out license, 
but done business for non- residents without 
one, was antag. een which. did ties 
arise and “which the, court would, there : 
not pass upon. Justice Harlan dissented. 


GOSCHEN WAS HAPPY 


When He Submitted. the Budget to the. 


House of Commons. 


London, April 11.—Mr. Goschen, chan- 
cellor of the exchequer, presented the 
budget in the house/of commons today. 
There was a full attendance of members, 
and the scene was very animated. Mr. 
Goschen said that, as a traveler in ascend- 
ing a hill frequently fancied that he had 
reached the highest point, only to find it 
was not the top, so it has, the past three 
weeks, been his experience with the finan- 
cial prosperity of the country. Estimates had 
been framed on the theory that the top had 
been attained, yet the curve led onward 
and upward. Good fortune again permitted 
him to submit a budget, showing a surplus 
of £1,067,000. This was largely due to the 
expenditure for the departments, for it was 
not, to any extent, due to any expansion of 
revenue. There had been a time when he 
had suffered great anxiety. During Janu- 
ary aud February the prospect was not 
bright, but during March it was better, 
and this enabled him to give a satisfactory 
result. In the last budget the estimate of 
expenditures was £99,264, Actual ex- 
penditures were £98.928,000, - leaving a 
surplus of £336,000. This was a remark- 
ably small difference between the estimate 
and actual expenditures. The total esti- 
mates of expenditures during the last three 
years was £264,000 The total differ- 
ence in expenditure was only £137,000. 

This statement was received with cheers: 
Analyzing the revenue, Mr. Goschen said 
that the customs produced £19,736,000 
being £36,000 -above the sum calculate 
upon. It was not alcohol that caused the 
increase. this year, but tobacco. Revenue 
tax from tea was exceedingly satisfactory, 
yieding £34,000 over the estimates. To- 
bacco produced £9,953,000, being £418,000 
above the previous year. All this, Mr. 
Goschen declared, proved that wages had 
not fallen, and that there was still widely 
diffused prosperity among the workingmen. 
The excise revenue showed £543, over 
the estimate. The increase in the con- 
sumption of home spirits was greater in 
England than in Ireland or Scotland, be- 
ing 61-2 per cent in England against 13-5 
per cent in Scotland and 6 per cent in Ire- 
land. More spirits were consumed than 


beer.

THE- COUNTRY VS. THE TOWN. 


Thirty-Bight Country School Teachers 
Sendja Protest to the State School 
Commissioner. 


There is trouble over the apportion- 
ment of the school fund in Clay county. 
Thirty-eight teachers have signed a pro- 
test against the action of the board of 
education, and the state school commis- 
sioner has been appealed to in behalf 
ef the county schools. 

The trouble is that the schools in Fort 
Gaines and Bluffton, with about one-fifth 
of the school attendance, are getting two- 
thirds of the fund. 


About a month ago Commissioner Brad- . 


well received a letter from a respectable 
teacher of Clay county, alleging this state 
of affairs and asking his interference. 
The commissioner wrote at once to the 
county school commissioner.of Clay coun- 
ty, asking a full statement of the dis- 
bursement of the school fund in that 
county. This has not yet been received, 
but the county school commissioner has 
sent to Colonel Bradwell a copy of the 
presentments of the grand jury, in which 
the action of the board of education was 
endorsed in general terms without any 
discussion of the details of the appor- 
tionment. 

The state school commissioner has since 
received a letter from a _ well-known 
teacher of Clay county who speaks in 
caustic terms of the grand jury's action. 
“Clay county,” said he, “like many oth- 
ers, is controlled by the towns in almost 
all cases, and for many years the country 
schools have been neglected, much to 
their detriment, while the town schools 
have fattened on the larger share of the 

ublic funds. The people of the country 

ve given little attention to such matters 
until now, and when they ask for their 
rights, they are met with the plea that 
there jis not money enough to make good 
sc over the county, and conse- 
que the board thinks best to appro- 
priate ‘the funds -to the upbuilding of two 
schools In the county. The justice of this 
argument, we fail to see. The last grand 
jury, composed almost entirely of men 
from the towns of Bluffton and Fort 
Gaines, there being only three from the 
country-on that jury, saw fit to commend 
alike the action of the board and the 
county school. commissioner. This I 
believe to have been done for a purpose. 

“If I did not know that you were deeply 
interested in the country schools I would 
feel a delicacy in making such demands, 
as the above, but believing that you will 
place the proper construction on them, 
we await an early reply.” 

‘The statement made by the teachers 
is that the .Clay .county quota of ‘the 
school fund is $4,350, of which $1,200 is 
given to blacks and $3.150 to whites. Of 
this 150, the school at Fort Gaines 
gets $1,200 and the one at Bluffton 
$1,000, while the rest of the county only 
receives $950. *The average attendance at 
¥F Gaines, so the complainants say, is 
100, and that.at Blufften 106. They claim 
that these are boarling schools, with 
Many non-resident pupils, including some 
from other . 3 counties and some 
from Alabama, so the county teachers 
elaim that Fort Gaines and Bluffton are 
getting about $20 per capita for -their 
average attendance. As the whole attend- 
ance.of the county is about one thousand, 
the white country schools have several 
times the average alittendance of the 
schools at Fort Gaines and ‘Bluffton. The

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Theo Constitution and the Farmers. 

Oécasionally we find in the columns of 
some of our contemporaries references to 
The Constitution which contain matter 
more: important than mere friendly or 
ne{ghborly notes of appreciation. Such a 
reference is the following from The 


Brunswick Times: 

The Atlanta Constitution has. consistently 
and wisely urged the Georgia democrats to 
coneiliation and brotherliness. It has fought 
against factional division in their ranks. It 
has led all the southern newspapers in its 
foresight of the pending difficulties between 
alli and non-alliavce democrats, and it 
has’ done more than any other of the great 
southern dailies. to preveat a dangerous 
breach betweer them. 

Now. we care nothing whatever 


for the advertising that must 
accompany such a paragraph 
as the foregoing; we do not seek 
and we have never sought it; but it is 
pléasant to know that at least one writer 
who has the responsibilities of journal- 
ism upon him has caught the drift of 
things, has cut across {as it were) and 
discovered the aim and purpose of The 
Constitution, and has the generosity to 
preclaim the fact and endorse it. 

In contrast with this recognition, which 
is pleasing, we have the antics of the 
giddy, and the speculations of the som- 
ber-minded, which are amusing. 

Many of the brethren are always ready 
to make a target of The Constitution. 
They shoot their straw arrows and fall 
bark with a smile of victory. When the 
faint patter of some one beating a tin-pan 
is heard in the distance, we know for a 
certainty that some editor has let fly at 
us. and is noisily celebrating the event 
in the solitudes. One or two of these 
straw arrews we have gathered up as 
curiosities. The tag of one is that The 
Constitution is leading the farmers into 
the third party, of another that we are 
driving the farmers out of the party by 
contending that Wall street and its agen- 
cies had to do with the suppression of 
the silver bill in the house of represent- 
atives: There aré others in the same gen- 
eral color and outline, all going to show 
that there is dissatisfaction among the 
brethren, great and small, with the policy 
of The Constitution. 

Well, The Constitution cannot furnish 
sight to those who cannot see; it cannot 
‘tear folly’s cap from the heads of those 
who were born to wear it. There are 
some performances that do not belong to 
the routine of journalism. We cannot 
‘hope to please the narrow-minded, or jus- 
tify ourselves #0, those who lack thought, 
or satisfy those,jwho are dull of compre- 
hension. We cazmot undertake to pause 
to explain the policy of The Constitution 
to every ninny who runs gibbering by. 

Yet the attitude of this paper at this 
moment is precisely what we intended 
it should be when we began two years 
ago to defend the farmers of Georgia 
and the south against the foolish and 
ulijust attacks of newspapers which pre- 
tended then and pretend now to be the 
only genuine depositories and purveyors 
of democratic doctrine. With no special 
gift of prophecy we have forseen the 
situation that exists today and our read- 
ers have been prepared for it. We have 
opposed and we shall continue to oppose 
that element in the party which has abus- 
ed the farmers of Georgia, first, for going 
into the alliance, and, second, for formu- 


lating and preferring their demands. We } 


have contended and we shall continue to 
contend that the demands of the farmers 
represent a condition that is intolerable 
and must be remedied; that the agitation 
of the farmers is the result of a financial 
dearth and _ depression which 
demands ‘prompt relief. 

Instead of nagging at the farmers, and 
depreciating their agitation, and making 
light of their demands, The Constitution 
has recognized not only the justice .but 
the necessity of their movement. It has 
not misjudged their motives nor misun- 
derstood their purposes because some of 
the politicians who have allied them- 
selves with the movement. have gone 
beyond the line of doctrinal prudence. It 
has measured the farmers by their own 
splendid record of patriotic conservatism; 
it has gauged their movement by the pres- 
sure of unhappy conditions which no 
sane man can ignore. Sympathizing ear- 
nestly and sincerely with the farmers, 
The Constitution has placed itself in a 
position to make its influence felt among 
them. 

Yet how are we pursued by the folly 
of seme of the editorial brethren! If the 
newspapers of Georgia had followed the 
polacy of The Constigution, not with 
any desire to make capital out 
of it, but from a sense 
of justice, the third party of this 
state would never have been heard of 
by sa. much as a whisper. Today, wher- 
eyer there is a tendency among the far- 
mers to go into the third party we may 
be suire the tendency has developed out 
of the folly of some of the small politi- 
cians or the senseless policy of some of

We have reeently been invited by a 
daily newspaper to a discussion of the 
‘postponement of the free coinage. bill.

Before the demands 
of the farmers are seriously criticised, 
the events which occasioned them—the 
situation out of which they spring— 
should be studied. The farmers, or any 
other class, have a right to form organi- 
zations for their common benefit and 
protection. The farmers, or any other 
class, have the right to make demands 
and submit them to the party with which 
they act. The Ocala demands are purely 
tentative. They touch the evils for which 
the farmers want remedies. Let the dem- 
ocratic party deal with these demands 
fairly and squarely. 

There was never anything heard of 


| the third party in Georgia until certain 


democratic and pretended leaders under- 
took to set in motion the machinery of 
proscription and intolerance. We should 
think they Rave gone for enough to dis 
cover that their system of dragooning 
is not as popular now as it has been. And 
yet, some of them have not gone far 
enough. There are would-be leaders in 
Georgia today who would be glad to 
drive the farmers out of the party. They 
would like to see it as small as the repub- 
lican party, for they see in that contin- 
gency an opening for them to play the 
part of Buck and his little coterie. 

Yet, if The Constitution can prevent 
it—and it is tolerably well equipped for 
the campaign—it doesn’t propose that the 
party shall get small enough in Georgia 
for these small men to handle it. 


An Example to Be Followed. 


It is to be hoped that none of our 
readers will fail to examine the resolu- 
tions of the Decatur suballiance, of De- 
Kalb county, in another column. 

These resolutions reflect the sentiments 
of all theughtful and patriotic alliance- 
men and all true democrats. They call 
attention to facts which should not be 
forgotton in the excitement of the cam- 
paign. As our alliance friends state in 
their preamble, their order was not organ- 
ized to form a new party, and its declar- 
ation of purposes, and the Ocala plat- 
form, are in perfect accord with the prin- 
ciples of Jefferson democracy.

The Exact Situation. 

There is undoubtedly considerable sick- 
ness among the operatives. This is prin- 
cipally due to measles, twenty-five cases 
eing found, most of them among the chil- 
Then there are some people stricken 
down with more serious disease, but the 
vast majority of those sick are down with 
the measles. 

Yesterday morning Dr. Hawthorne, Mr. 
J. D. Easterlin, Mrs. John M. Green and 
Mr. Monteith went from house to house to 
relieve the needs of the sufferers. 

They report the following cases, giving 
names and conditions of the members of 


the stricken families: 

The Cochran family consists of the father, 

mother d eight children. The oldest is 
about fourteen years of age and the 
oungest an infant. Mr. Cochran works 
in a store outside the mill grounds. The 
members of his family work in the mills. 
Mrs. Cochran is in the rear room of the 
little house, very ill with a desperately ill 
child on either side of her. In the front 
room are four more of the children, who 
are recovering from the measles. They 
are dependent for support on the father, 
who has given up his business to nurse 
them. Now they are deprived of his sup- 
ort and need both food and clothing. The 
adies of the Baptist mission have beén hold- 
ing their meetings in the front room and 
say that @e Cochrans are a most de- 
serving’ family~ 

In the McIntyre family there are Mrs. 
McIntyre and six little children. All are 
down with the measles and no one of the 
family has any money. They are lying 
two in a bed and- seem very ill. But the 
disease has spent itself in their case and they 
may recover. This family is in need of 
food and fire wood. 

Mr. and Mrs. Hughes are both ill. Mr. 
Hughes has had the grip and is still unable 
to work. Seven of the children are down 
with the measles and one, an infant, is 
very low. They need beth food and cloth-

THE NEW YORK MAREET. 


The Day on the Floor ef the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, April 11.—The market today dis- 

played in main a firm temper on a very moderate vol- 
ame of business and while there were two or three 
weak points firmness was extended to the whole list. 
Foreign purchases of St. Paul, Union Pacific, Erie, 
Louisville and Nashville and a few others made the 
temper of the market during the early morning when 
all of the improvement was made, but the demand was 
limited. With the closing of the London market there 
was material decrease in the amount of business done, 
and except in Coal stocks there was a perceptible fall- 
ing off in the strength of dealings. After New England, 
Manhattan was one of the most conspicuous weak 
points in the list. In this stock a further advance of }¢ 
per cent was followed by a loss of 114, when all interest 
in its movements ceased and it remained practically 
stagnant with a majority of the list. The market asa 
whole displayed few features of note. The strength 
in London favorites in the forenoon, which resulted in 
an advance extending to 114 per cent, with Union Pa- 
cific in the lead, an andvance of 2\4 per cent in Con- 
solidated gas in the afternoon, being the only notable 
gain, while losses of over 1 per cent in Atchison, New 
England and Manhattan neutralized to a large extent 
early buying. The increased deposits of Richmond 
and West Point securities served to enhance the value 
of preferred stock, and it rose from 54 to 58, but com- 
mon wasno more than steadily held, exhibiting no 
feature whatever. Industrials was comparatively 
neglected, with the exception of Cordage, which was 
specially strong and active, scoring a marked im prove- 
ment for the day. The general list was higher at the 
opening on London demand, and continued to improve 
slowly as long as that buying, but later under the in- 
fluence of bearish operations fell away partially. Late 
strengthin Coalers, however, gave a firm temper to 
trading in the whole list, and the market finally closed 
quiet but firm, generally at fractional gains over first 
prices. There were @ number of material advances 
and Gordage rose 2, Union Pacifie 144 and Delaware 
and Hudson, New York Central, Wester Union 1 per 
cent, while Lackawanna, Lake Shore, Reading and 
some others rose a large fraction.

NEW YORK, April 11.—Today’s market has been 
the most active for some weeks. Futures in Liverpool 
have advanced 5@6-4d, and an extreme advance of 
about 13 points had been established here by 1 o’clock. 
From this there was a slight reaction upon the news 
that New Orleans receipts tomorrow would be 10,000 
bales; but the crop of 1891-92 and its limitations are 
fast becoming uneonsidered influences, and the proba- 
bilities of the present planting are every day receiving 
more attention. The improvement in prices has dem- 
onstrated the existence of a much larger short inter- 
terest than it was supposed could have existed at the 
low prices current. This has unquestionably been to 
a large extent eliminated, and many previous sellers 
have today been buyers. Such a reversal of operations 
is almost invariably attended by a reaction, but un- 
questionably the sentiment with regard to cotton is 
now changed, and many have acquired sufficient confi- 
dence in its value to deciare their intention of buying 
it upon any decline. In Manchester yarns are reported 
as hardening ani cloths in moderate demand. The 
half-weekly Bombay movement shows an increase of 
3,000 bales in the receipts for the four days, the figures 
being 34,000 bales, agaiast 31,000 bales last year. Eati- 
mates of the week’s movement are increased from 
55,000 to 60,000 bales. During the afternoon the mar- 
ket became rather easier under the influence of some 
realizing sales and some fresh bear selling, and the 
close was steady about 6 points below the highest of 
the day and 7@5 points advance on Saturday’s figures. 
The movement at the three interior towns of Memphis, 
St. Louis and Augusta is 1,582 bales, against 1596 bales 
last year.

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


Features of the Speculative Movement ina 
Grain and Provisions, 

CHICAGO, April 11.—The world seemed to turn on 
its axis today for the sole benefit of one man—Edward 
Pardridge, of Chicago. News worth to him hundreds 
of thousands flashed in from London, from Washing- 
ton, even from the far-away ports of the Black sea 
and afteraday of wild excitement on ’change, the 
famous plunger, impassive as stone, stood on the floor 
of the board of trade receiving frantic congratulations 
of his brokers informing him that he was richer by at 
least haifa million do.lars, and that acting for him 
they had pounded down the price of wheat 5c on every 
bushel. Hisenemies, whoit was said, had formed a 
sort of combination a few days ago to compass his 
ruin, were themselves made heavy losers and put to 
utter route. The scene from the latter part of the ses- 
sion was the most exciting that has been witnessed in 
many aday. From 85%c May wheat dropped by big 
jumps to 80!c, and finally closed at 80'sc. This is 2%¢ 
below the ciose Saturday night. From the high point 
on to the low figure Pardridge maxes 5c per bushel it 
is supposed out of ‘his ten-million short line or what 
amounts to a gain of $500,000. Over and above this it 
is estimated that he nctted considerable on trades and 
on fluctuations. He was the heaviest buyer and 
seller and apparently must have made a pot of money 
out of his scalping deals. During the final moments 
excitement was at such a high pitch that spectators in 
the galleries, losing all contro] of their feelings, 
shouted with the brokers at every slumph in the 
market. Bears went wild over their success and men 
who had it in for Pardridge, some of them at least, 
joined in what amounted to a general ovation to the 
bold operator. Everybody was expecting at the open- 
ng to see shorts pushed hard in consequence of the 
depressing government crop estimate sent out from 
Washington after the close of tradings Satur- 
day. The first disappointment to the bulls was a 
cable reporting the course of foreign markets. It was 
regarded as the most natural thing In the 
world that they should. start off excited on 
our own poor crop outlook, and this was relied upon 
to start the ball here, but to the surprise of everybody 
Liverpool and London both opened lower and with 
some evidence of demoralization, It was explained 
that this was due to an important failure in London, 
but the fact remained that the English markets were 
lower. and the domestic markets also showed a halting 
tendency and added to the hesitation here. If any- 
body expected Pardridge to run in they were quickly 
undeceived; for, on the contrary, his brokers were 
among the most aggressive sellers right from the start, 
and kept on the selling side all day and showing no fear 
even on somé of the wildest bulges. New York and 
St. Louis. operators soon came into line and sold 
heavily, while there were also a large number of local 
longs who seemed to despair of getting a much larger 
bulge and began to realize. Under this concentrated 
selling there was an irregular break of 3c on the price 
of May, and the feeling gradually became quite bear- 
ish. The price of May wheat started strong at 84c bid 
and with a few sales as high as Sic, compared with 
82%, c, sellers, at the close of the session on Saturday. 
The quotation settled down to 83\c, then up with some 
excitement to 85\gc; then broke irregularly to 82'sc, 
and at 12 0’clock was 82%c. After the noon hour the 
market had another spasm of weakness, and May wen; 
off to 814, reacted to 814 c, and at 1 o’clock was 81'c. 
There was add:tional weakness during the last 15 min- 
utes of the session,and May wheat fell to 804s¢ or 
thereabouts to the ciose.

CHICAGO, April 11.—Today.closes the wildest ant 
most unsatisfactory day for commission hodses in the 
wheat markets ofthe world that we have had fora 
long time. Much to the disappointment of holders gables 
all reported lower prices abroad early. The cause was 
attributed to a heavy failure in London and the de- 
pression in our market at the close Saturijay. Some 
cables reported that the belief prevailed there that our 
government report was favorable to the growing 
crops—but it was generally thought when they re- 
ceived the official report today that foreign houses 
would be good buyers, and that foreign markets would 
most likely close higher. Prices advanced from the 
opening about 2c per bushel when there became some 
heavy realizing together with large lines thrown on 
the market by a few noted street sellers. The market 
became depressed and to add to the pressure, which 
was under way when the market a ed 84c, 
street came in with a popes that the stocks of grain 
in America, England and the continent were 44,000,000 
larger than one year ago. The rush to sell was so 
great that at times the market was quite panicky and 
sales were made following one snother from \ to ‘sc 
decline. Stoporders at 84',c were executed at 83ic. 
Stop orders that were limited between 83'¢ and 83¢ 
were executed at about 824.° The same trouble was 
experienced around 82c. Customers along the differ- 
ent lines of telegraph compiain of the execution of 
their orders. This together with the terrible strain on 

the brokers in trying to obtain what seemed to them a 
reasonable price, was the severest strain we have had 
for some time. Their griefs were almost as severe to 
themselves as to their unfortunate holders. We are 
inclined to question this Bradstreet report. We no- 
tice the London market was 4d per Bove higher fo 
cash and reported 4d lower for futures. This goes ts 
showthat the bearish feeling would ee price 
very much lower than cash wheat is actually bringing 
nowon the market, or to use the board of trade 
phrase, ‘‘the think is lower than the wheat.” It is pos-

as He Took His Own 
Ife. 


SUICIDE OF MR GUS ~ ARNOLD. 


He Shot Himself in the Station at Ellen- 
wood—A Crowd of East Tennessee 
Passengers at the Scene. 


Saw Him 


In the presence of his wife and daughter, 
Gus Arnold, the agent’ of the East Ten- 
nessee at Ellenwood, committed suicide 
yesterday. 

In his own office he sent a bullet through 
his brain, dying almost instantly. 

Mr. Arnold has been residing at the little 
station fourteen miles from Atlanta for sev- 


eral months. He has been connected with the | 


East Tennessee for many years. For awhile 
he was claim agent, traveling up and down 
the road. In this way he became widely 
known and equally well liked. 

After that he was placed’ in charge of 
the coal chutes and water tanks in and 
about McDonough. In Henry county he ac- 
quired possession, by his industry and ju- 
dicious investments, of several large plan- 
tations and other property. 

His father, Senator Elijah A. Arnold, 
had left him a consderable inheritance 
and in all he was very well off. 

Several months ago Gus Arnold took 
charge of the office at Ellenwood. He was 
a large, portly man and impressed every one 
of his being in the best of health, and he 
seemed to live a happy, contented life. 

week or more ago, however, he ap- 
peared to grow despondent. What reasons 
there were for such a state of mind no one 
could tell. But he brightened up again af- 
ter a day or two and nothing more was 
thought of it. 

Yesterday afternoon shortly after 12 
o'clock, the East Tennessee came thunder- 
ing up to the little station. Mr. Arnold 
had been standing on the outside, seeming- 
ly in a meditative mood. He then went 
into his office where his wife and daughter 


sat. 

Suddenly they heard a shot and were 
startled to see the husband and father fall 
to the floor, holding in his hand the deadly 
pistol that had done the work. 

They rushed to his side, but he was 
scarcely breathing. They bent over him 
and at that moment Gus Arnold breathed 
his last. 

It was just as the train came up. The 
passengers learned of the tragedy and 
rushed to the little room. There the agent 
lay, his head bathed in blood, with a bullet 
through his right temple. 

Mrs. Arnold had run from the office, 
her dress almost dyed in the blood of her 
husband. A physician hastily came up, 
but it was too late. 

_No reasons could be assigned for the sui- 
mt act, beyond that of temporary in- 
y. 

Mr. Arnold’s tragic death will be heard 
with great regret by the many who knew 
him in the state. e has two sons on the 
Hast Tennessee, Milton, a fireman, and Em- 
mett, the agent at Braswell. 

_A daughter of his, Mrs. Callaway, re- 
sides in Atlanta. :

CTHAT MPDANIEL STREET BRIDGE, 


It Comes Up Before the Bridge Commit- 
tee—Other City Hall News. 


- The McDaniel street bridge, spanning the - 
East Tennessee road, is a fruitful source of 
trouble. oe 

The tragic history of the McDaniel street | 
bridge is familiar to all Atlantians. Twelve 
truiumen have been knocked from the top of - 

passing under this bridge and 

groumu to death under tne car 

wheels. The bridge was not high enough to 

allow a@ man standing on top of his car to. 
pass beneath it. 

The list of tragedies at this bridge became 
so long that the fulton county grand jury of 
last fall took the matter in hand, indicted 
the officials of the road responsibie for the 
existence of the bridge, and ordered that it be 
at once raised. . 

The bridge was raised at once; but while 
the lives of the trainmen were protected by 
the change made, the traveling public and 
the owners of property around the bridge suf- 


fered. 

The bridge was raised to the height re- 
— by the grand jury, but the grade of 

e street was not raised correspondingly. The 
result was the two ends of the bridge were 
made very steep and very troublesome to the 
traveling public. 

Mrs. W. D. Mitchell, who owns a large tract 
of real estate at the north end of the bridge, 


has petitioned the council to do something in . 


the matter. She declares that the present 
condition of the’ bridge, if-not remedied at 
once, will do great damage to her property. 
She asks that the council take the matter 
into immediate consideration and have the 
railroad fix the approaches so as to make the 
street at oon passable. 

This petition came up before the bridge com- 
mittee at a special meeting yesterday morn- 


ing. 

There were present at the meeting Alder- 
men Turner, Rice and Stephens, and Mr. Al- 
bert Howell, representing the East Tennessee 
road; Judge Jim . Anderson, Fe gg the 
city, and Colonel Robert J. Jordan, represent- 
ng petitioner. 

Me Howell said that the road had complied 
with the legal requirements; the bridge had 
been raised to the height asked. 

Judge Anderson_took a different view of the 
matter. He cited the action of the grand 
jury and the report of the subcommittee of the 
grand jury on the matter. The grand jury 
demanded that either the bridge be raise 
or the track be lowered. The road had raised 
the bridge but the city had been the sufferer.
